1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 10-13 and

have been cancelled.

Regarding claims 14 and 30, the sensor is configured to respond to two different read 
instructions, returning a first portion of the fault pattem in response to a first read instruction, and 
a second portion of the fault pattem in response to a second read instruction, the first portion 
having bits corresponding to a first plurality of fault flags, the second portion having bits 
corresponding to a second plurality of fault flags different than the first plurality of fault flags, in 
combination with the other claimed subject matter, have neither been taught nor made obvious 
by the art of record.
